A se;nsp of disorder 

Much concern is voiced these days over 
the status ot this country's "national pow- ' 
er," which Is taken to mean not oniy Its ec- 
onomic Btrength but Its scientific achieve- 
ment, Itfl level ot education, its basic drive 
and spirit. 

The discussion is leBltimate, for there Is 
no qucstloii that the struggle between £ast 
and West is being waged In terms of the to- 
tality of our strength and Russia's— and not 
simply on the economic plane. 

There Is another issue, however, that la al- 
most equally pertinent If not more so. That 
Is the matter ot national quality. 

U the greatest contest with the Oammun- 
Jst world Is for the preservation of our free- 
dom, the questions which should naturally 
follow are: Freedom to do what, freedom to 
■ be what? 

In other words, what uses are we making 
of the freedom wo have? 

No one doubts that we are enjoying to the 
fullest the material benefits of our indu4- 
trlal society. 

But as we carve up the countryside with 
new superhighways and send our suburbs 
sprawUng helter-skelter over the land, can 
we say that the quality of American Jlfe Is 
being held high? 

The truth fa nowhere near as bright as It 
should be.' American manners and morals 
are at a surprisingly low ebb. 

Many of our cities are not merely crowd- 
ed but give you the feeUng of being disor- 
ganized and overrun. 'J'hla sense of dlsorder- 
llness spills over Into the country beyond. 

At the least there Is crude elbow-Jabbing 
and shoving. At the worst, there Is almost 
total disrespect of property and person. 
Crime figures 9te easily enough seen. They 
do not tell ot the constant Invasions ot pri- 
vacy, and the violations of rights which yet 
fall short of classification ns "crime." Nor 
do they Include more than a small part of 
the dishonesties committed by countless 
Americans who masquerade as honest peo- 
ple. 

The great Ktowth In America's numbers 
mokes a system of order more vital than 
ever. It makes Important not only the rule 
of law but the rule of decency. 

If we do not learn to accommodate with 
grace and fairness to the swelling total of 
our fellow Americans, then it will be clear 
that WB regard freedom as license. But 
license is in fact the very c^iposlte of free- 
dom.
